Pursuant to the instructions of Cs^tain W. P. QANHAWAT, 
^JBCT was interviened by the undersigned officers and the following 
report submitted. 

SUBJECT resides at Orlando Court, J^t. Ill , ulth his wife 
and children. He is employed as a recording engineer for the SELLERS 
COMPANY, .2102 Jackson. 

2703 Mercedes, Fort Worth, Texas in September, 1962. He had aocoit^ja- 
nied GEORGE de MOHRENSCHILDT and MR. and MRS. JOHTT HALL to the OSWALD 
address. Shortly after this meeting, the OSl{&LDS came to Dallas. 
LEE HARVEY stayed at the YMCA T*ile loolcLng for a job, and MARINA 
Uved with SUBJECT and his wife, ALEXANDRIA, the daughter of de MOHREN- 
SCHILDT for two or three weeks. SUBJECT and ALEXANDRIA were divorced 
a few months after this and he has since remarried. 


SUBJECT said that MARINA left his heme cppro^ujnately the ^rst 
of October, I962, and went to stay with MRS. JOHN HALL in Fort Worth. 
A few weeks later he moved the OSWALDS from Fort Worth to an address 
cm Elsbeth in Dallas. During his association with them, SUBJECT lived 
at 35X9 Falmount. Ant. 12. 


SUBJECT stated he visited the OSWALDS on Elsbeth several times. 
Bie last time he saw LSE HARVEY was during the latter part of 1962 and 
MARINA in July, I963. He said that omtALD mistreated MARINA and gave 
the ^pearance of being a weak type of individual. He was dlssatLsfled 
with the world and seemed to feel that it owed him something. 
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SOBJKCT said that ALKXANDRIA now resides at the HVSH 
BDILDINa 28, Ifingdale, New York. He also said that de MOHJfflN- 
SCHILDT, vlio was bom in Russia, is a Communist and that he has 
stated that he would like to live in that country again. He 
mentioned that >*ien trouble has flared \tp in Haiti and Quatemala, 
de MOHRENSCHILDT has been there, and also that he felt that de 
MOHRENSCHILDT was very much in favor of FIDEL CASTRO. As to the 
relationship between OSW&LD and de MOHRENSCHILDT, SUBJECT said lliat 
they didn' t appear to get along with each other. \hen asked idiat 
type of work his ex-father-in-law did, he stated that he never knew. 
He 9lid know that he was acquainted with JACQUELIN KENNEDY' S parents 
and could quite possibly have known the slain President and his wife, 

SUBJECT was not acquainted with JACK RUBY, nor did he know of 
any association between OSiiULD and RUBY.
